REGIMENT-OF LAXCERS.—An officer di- 


rectfrom WaahingtotfinfornJsusthat it was 
reported wh«n he left, that some prominent 
gentlemen had procured authority from the 
President to raiae and equuip a complete 
regiment of Lancers, 1,600 strong. 


We heard of this last week, but were not 


permitted then "to speak of it in our col- 
umns. 
We are now authorised to say the 


report is correct, and that the same will 
soon be officially announced. 
• 


In the meantime .we may say that this 


regiment •will -be organizsd, armed and 
equipped after the model of the Sixteenth 
Lancers in the• British service; tffat Very 
fall powers-have been conferred upon par* 
ties to make this a model regiment, and 
that no pains or expense will be spared in 
raising this corps and meeting1 the expecta- 
tions-of the department. 
:- • 


It is intended and expected to officer the 


Lancers rnainly'with competent and expe- 
rienced cavalry officers from abroad—and 
that as many of the privates as can be rais- 
ed will-be those who have seen foreign ser- 
vice. Although not permitted.to open re- 
cruiting offices abroad, it is certain that, 
when the enterprise is understood by our 
Canadian friends, many a volunteer will 
join from 'the opposite side. This very 
thing will -do mrickr very much, to bring 
about a stronger bond of Union between ug 
and our neighbors across the Detroit river. 


A new feature, as far as practicable, will 


be introduced into this corps. To 'induce 
young men of character and means to join 
and furnish first-class horses, forty cents p:;r 
day for their use will be paid, besides the 
allowance of $8 per -month for keeping—• 
being about $150 per annum for the horse 
alone. Owning the horses, the men "will 
take a greater interest in getting good hor- 
ses and taking better care of them. 


To all who require it horses will be furn- 
ished. 


The greatest care will be exercised in the 


selection of a superior grade of horses, 
which will open to dealers in the states and 
adjoining provinces an opportunity of sell- 
ing good stock nt fair prices. 


The headquarters of the Lancers will be 


at Detroit, but recruititjg offices will be 
opened elsewhere in the states. 


To perfect all necessary arrangements, 


obtain arms, equipments, etc., etc.. and se- 
cure the services of competent officers and 
Irill sergeants, the Colonel (who with the 


t._ Colonel has been commissioned at 


Washington) will proceed soon to Europe, 
being absent for this purpose not over six- 
weeks.—Detroit Tribune.

day yesterday in consequence of rumors that 
the enemy had .taken Arlington 
Heights, 


but to-day they hear reliable uaws which, in 
its effect upon many minds, .is quite as diS- 
heartening. 
The President has so modi- 


fied Gen.'Fremont's proclamation/in mak 
ing the slaves of rebels in arms free, that it 
now amounts to little or nothing. 
The 


proclamation of Gen. Fremont itself did not 
go far enough, inasmuch as it did not pro" 
claim the freedom of the slaves of every rebel 
—it was confined to rebels in arms, orthose 
who had taken up arms against the coun- 
try. The president's modification still furth- 
er restricts it to those slaves who have 
borne arms against the government, or 
worked upon the fortifications of the ene- 
my, as defined in the confiscation law of 
the last congress. 
Thus the great aud vital 


principle of that proclamation is dwarfed 
to a pigmy without life. The lav/ of con- 
gress ought to have nothing to do with it. 
Gen. Fremont had proclaimed martial law 
in Missouri which abrogates all civil laws, 
whether enacted by congress, a state legis- 
lature, or a municipal corporation. He 
had a right to do this, as much right as the 
president has to order the members of a 
state legislature into Fort Lafayette, or to 
suppress the circulation cf newspapers iu 
the mails. 
It is nonsense to suppose that 


martial law must conform to acts of" con- 
gress, because if that were so, martial law 
could never bo proclaimed at all—-there

TOPOGRAPHY OK THE SEAT OP 


WAR. 


Description of the Positions of tile Op- 
posing Forces In Virginia. 


[from tho New Turk Evening Post.] 


WASUINQTON, Sept. 8, 1861. 


The rebels have been very quiet for the 


last two or three days, and it is now com- 
monly reported that they have relinquished 
their purpose (if they ever had one,) of at- 
tacking Washington immediately. How- 
ever this may be—and the thousand reports 
which daily fly over the town are not wor- 
thy of much attention—-one thing is certain, 
the rebel troops are wonderfully quiet. 


MUNSOK'S HILL. 


Munson's Hill is naturally a strong posi- 


ition, aud is especially so for the rebels, 
who are at that point only four miles dis- 
tant from the railway leading straight to 
Manassas Junction and Richmond. 
Mun- 


BOu'a Hill is about three and a half miles, 
as- the crow flies, from Fort Corcoran and 
Arlington House. .It is four and'a half 
miles from the Long Bridge—due west— 
and not more than three from Fort Albany. 
So far as an attack upon our fortifications 
are concerned, the occupation of Muuson a 
Hill is of no importance. It is utterly im- 
possible for them to bombard Forts Corco- 
ran or Albany from Munson's Hill with any 
eSect. 
So far but two guns are mounted 


on the hill, and the fortifications are simple 
breastworks thrown up on the top of the 
hill. The guns are not heavy, and the 
works upon the hill do not yet indicate any- 
thing more serious than the entrenchments 
which were dug at Fairfax Court House 
and Centreville previous to the advance ol 
the federal army at Stone Bridge. 
Future 


movements may quickly change the aspect 
of affairs, but at present there is certainly 
no good evidence that Beauregard intends 
to attack our line of fortifications. 
Two 


rebel regiments occupied Hunter's Chapel 
uight before last, and are still along the 
creek of that name, but this of itself is not 
a threatening movement. 
THE CHAIN BftlTJUB ASD THE UPPER POTOMAC. 


The country along the Potomac from Al- 


exandria to the Chain Bridge is not BO' fa- 
vorable i'or the rebels as that around Cen 
treville, Bull Run anrl Manassas. 
The 


Chain Bridge is about five milea northwest 
of Washington, aud the Virginia shore of 
the river there is hilly, forming a kind of a 
rocky bluff all the way down to Washing- 
ton and for a distance above the bridge.— 
The hills can easily be held by good troops 
against au approaching enemy. The same 
is true all the way to and below Arlington. 
The ground is high, and forms a natural 
line of defence. As the forests have been 
cut down, our artillery can have a full 
aweep at any attacking columns. - The 
country is full of ravines just back of the 
river ; but- there are no places of the kind 
not commanded by our guns. On the oth- 
er hand, there is a deep ravine back of 
Munson's Hill by whiuh our troops, if they 
ever see fit, might attack in the rear. 


THE COUNTllY BEYOND ARLINGTON. 


Such is the topography of the country 


back of Arlington, that if the entire rebel 
army should entrench itself in front of our 
lines it would be much easier to take them 
by storm—to conquer them—than at Bull 
Run or Mauassas. 
We have nothing to 


fear, then, at this moment, from 
the

THb Military Age. 


There have been times in the the history 


of our country when military titles and mil- 
itary organizations were realities, but lat- 
terly we have been accustomed to look upon 
those as empty honors and these as useless 
preparations, burdening the people with du. 
ties not a Httie grievous to be borne, and of 
no practical utility. It is plain now that in, 
this matter our fathers were wise and we 
have been foolish. 
Had an efficient milita- 


rv organisation been in existence in all the 
free states at the time this rebellion broke 
out, who does not see how easily it miijht 
have been suppressed? All the people of 
the proper age to perform military duty 
would have been enrolled, armed, equipped, 
drilled and ready to be called into imme- 
diate service. Before the rebels could have 
hal time to fortify and entrench themselves, 
to build forts and plant masked batteries, 
oar hosts would have been upon them ; nil 
the government forts, fortresses, arsenals 
and navy yards would have been occupied 
and held in spite of the treason of officers 
from the southern states, and at this day the 
rebellion, failing in the accomplishment of 
iis object, would have been a matter of past 
history, and its leaders would have enjoyed 
ft most ungrateful eminence. 


These reflections may be looked upon by 


the spirit in both conventions was an 
est desire to unite in a vigorous prosecution 
of the war, and the selection of a ticket that 
would command the support of the con- 
stitneneies in each convention.

would allow. Syracuse is really one of "the 
jewels" of the Empire State, and well wor- 
thy of all the commendations bestowed by 
strangers upon her.

Tho enemy are 
steadily retiring from tho approach of out 
pickets, and are said to be leaving Fairfax 
Court HOIHO. They doubtless hope to draw 
us into another Hull's Run, but I think thoy 
will hardly succeed, as General McCtellan 
mean!) to move stir.1.

DEAR GAZKTTK : — I received a number of 


your paper some time since, and as it had 
not been unfolded, I concluded it was sent 
me from your oflice. 
In return, I thought 


J would write a short letter for your paper; 
you will recollect, however, that I am no 
letter writer, and would 'not write this only 
in return for the favor. 
It is a small mut- 


ter, I know, but it reminds us that we are 
not forgotten by our friends at the north. 
I have been sick almost ever since 1 came 
to Washington. My last sickness, from 
which I have but just recovered, was tho 
typhoid fever, a prevalent disease, and quite 
fatal among tho soldiers here. 1 was in the 
hospital at Georgetown for three weeks, and 
when they talked of sending a lot of us up 
to Annapolis, Md., 1 thought it time- to 
leave, rind so ran away from the hospital, 
went to the camp, and am now with the 
company again. 


The *2d, uth and b'th Wisconsin and 7t)lh 


New York went from herb up the Potomac 
to the Chain Bridge, for the purpose of 
building forta and throwing up breastworks 
on the other side of the river.

nothing with them but their blankets, can- 
teens and havelocks.

Perhaps you have heard of the capture 


mid escape of Capt. Strong of the Belle 
City Riflua. 
Well, I have tho details from 


the captain himself, and will give them as 
near as I can recollect. IL' was out sur- 
veying the country on tho Virginia sid« for 
the purpose of extending this picket guaid. 
Whilo performing this duty, all at once he 
was surrounded by six rebels and taken 
prisoner, lie did uot seo tht-tu until it was 
too late to ictreat. They ordered him to 
go with thenij although some were for lull- 
ing him 5 but they finally concluded to take 
him to their camp. They rodo along, one 
on each aide, two in front und two in tho 
rear of him, and had not proceeded far 
when those in the tear discovered that lie 
had two revolvers. Thoy halted and de- 
mutidtd that ho .should givo them up. — • 
The 
captain replied, '• ui-rUiiiily, '' and 


then taking out tlio revolvers, hu cocked 
thorn quick as thought, nnd as they got 
round nearly in front of him, he fired and 
killed two of hi.s c.ipt jrs ; firing H lew moio 
more shots, he sprang for the woods, a dis- 
tance of i\bout foity rods ; but before lie 
reached it, lie was overtaken by one of the 
cavalry, who riding by his .side, put his car- 
bine to the captain's breast, nnd jn.it a.s ho 
tired the captain tinned jiattly round, and 
by that means s.ivcd h'n life. 
Tim ball 


passed through his co:it and ihirt, burning 
hi.s coivt with the powder. The captain then 
shot the man in tlie shoulder and ho fell 
(swearing as 
Ii ' canm cliuvn,) from hi.s 


horse : his foot caught i:t thu f tirrup, and 
the last that was ncen of him, hi.s head vw.s 
playing the time of the "rip raps," und hi.s 
hoiot1 under full »peL>d. 
Thu captain t::ime 


over hero yeBtcrdny and told hi.s story. 
He 


has three ball holes to show for it. 
One 


passed through his canteen, one through 


his coat, and ono entered hi.s ehrek and 
came out of his mouth ; this last is .sup- 
posed to bo a buck shot only. 
He ii doin^ 


well nnd will bo able to join his company 
in n fuw day. 


I am captain of 1'iis invalid companv, at 


least I occupy the capl tiu'.i tent, but Sirgt. 
A. F. Luc i.s commander, and s:i} * that nil 
goes well. 
There are over one hundtrd 


men left in this camp, but inoU of tlu.-m 
are sick or lamo.- Mhjor Allen came over 
here ye.iter.'ay and took all the h'n.s that 
were ablu to go on the other side of the 
river. 
We !m\e now only .sixteen of our 


company on thin side of the river. 


There is a giUt mill ne.ir here that to me 


is quite a curiosity. 
It was built in 1M2. 


The gearing is :ill uooJ, is in running or- 
der, and muke.s jood flour. 


About one hundrul thousand soldiers 


have LTD ^ud the river within a few d:i)s, 
but no one except the ofiirer in command 
knows to what place they are destined. 
You may p.vpuct to lu:ar of some {ifoat bat- 
tle before many days.

at Madison, c'ated to-day, that the Seventh 
Regiment will pass through Janeaville on 
Wednesday. 


Rock and Green County Regiment. 


The question is daily asked, '• When will 


this regiment go into camp?" We are au- 
thorized to say there are three companies 
now quartered in this city, and that these: 
and other companies will go into camp just 
as soon as the tents and blankets can bo 
got. 
The seventh regiment, which is now 


ready for Washington, did not get all their 
tents until Saturday last. The eighth regi- 
ment, which is in Camp Randall, has not 
got all its tents yet, and they have no blan- 
bets at all. . The Governor purchased four 
thousand blankets in New York, which 
were to have been delivered last week, in- 
stead of which, only two handred were de- 
livered. The Bock and Green county regi- 
ment will receive attention just as soon as 
the two regiments in Camp Randall leave 
for the seat of war. 


The central military committee have six 


companies forced, numbering about four 
hundred and thirty men ; they have squads 
of men numbering together seventy to 
or eighty more in the county not yet formed 
into companies, so that the committee have 
in all 500 to 510 men enrolled and sworn 
in for the war.

From tlie Fifth Regiment. 


CAMP ADVANCE, Va., Sept. 10th, 1861. . 
DEAR GAZETTE:—We become accus- 


tomed to sudden changes in our location 
after a short time spent in moving at a mo- 
ment's notice. ' Inyonrown qniet little town 
one. never thinks of moving in less than a 
a week's time after many a long day spent 
in getting ready, and to fit up a home is a 
task requiring more than Hurculeau efforts 
and more than a year's time. Here we fit 
up our home in an hour after stopping; 
then in a few moments we are jogging on 
as though we had not changed places for a 
life time, and after getting well at work, 
well acquainted with our new home, the or- 
der comes " pack up—fall-in—march,'1 we 
are off, just as quick as we bad located.— 
We left Camp Randall at a day's notice, 
Harrisburjr at the notice of a single night, 
Baltimore at an hour's notice, Washington 
on a moment's knowledge ; so you see that 
places which have been thickly populated 
one hour have been deserted ihe next, and 
places where not a soldier was to be seen at 
night there were thousands at day-break. 
Here where we are, a thick grove stood one 
day and not a soldier was to be seen, the 
next day thc^rove Inid flat, and the whole 
country was alive with armed men. I do 
not know how many soldiers there are here, 
but there are a fine lot of them, and more 
coming every day. Well, I must eat break- 
fast now as Mr. Read is calling out " come 
this way for coffee.'1 


Breakfast is now over and the Zouaves, 


who went'out last night ou a scout, have 
just returned, and bring two horses and one 
prisoner ; they saw seven of the enemie's 
cavalry and shot two, the rest got away.— 
But for a re.an who was feeding some horses 
in a barn they would have taken the whole 
squad. 


A small party of our cavalry which went 


out last evening returned before bedtime 


ith a rebel Colonel. The pickets brought 


in an old "secesh " last Sunday, who was 
very angry at them, and refused to come in 
until they put a rope around his neck and 
led him into camp. 


The " contrabands " are coming in every 


day, and the rebels, to keep them from us, 
are moving them farther from us. I must 
close fora while, aa now we are going out 
to work on the Fort. 


Well, I have been out to work, and was 


detailed by Capt. Wheeler to help him do 
some extra work, and while I wait I will 
write. 
Our scouts have just brought in four 


more prisoners, and some cattle for beef,— 
One of the pickets was shot last night by 
another, who mistook him for a rebel. We 
received an alarm of an attack night before 
!ast, about two o'clock in the morning, and 
in less than five minutes we were in lino oi 
oattle, and thus slept on our arms till day- 
ight. 
The alarm proved to be false ; but 


still the quickness of the boys to get into 
line showed their readiness to fight the en- 
emy when they have a chance. 


I was down to see the Second Regiment 


last night and found them enjoying them- 
selves well. Sauuders was writing with a 
board on his knee for a table and apiece of 
candle stuck on one end fora light. Lieut. 
McLean wag happy as a clam, as they ex- 
pect to be piid oil to-day or to morrow. 


We are getting the fort nearly completed, 


and when done it will be a hard one to take. 
We are at work now hanging the gates, 
trimming up the walls, clearing the brush 
and leaves away from it, to be ready to burn 
off the brush, and putting pointed brush 
around on tho outside of the trench to keep 
the enemy from running up to them. 


One of tha Vermont volunteers was sen- 


tenced to be shot yesterday for sleeping on 
his post while ou guard, but just as the sen? 
tence was going to be executed a pardon 
from the President came. 
I think the poor 


fellow will never sleep on his post.again. 


Corporal McDaniel has just arrived from 


Phillips' Battery, where Lieut. Clurn and 
his squad are, and reports them all well.— 
He says tbey have an easy time of it, live 
on fruit and the fat of the laud, have a good 
barn to sleep in, and nothing to do but 
watch three guns. While we would bo very 
glad to see them we are glad they are in so 
good a place, and hope they may never fare 
harder than now. 


Last night Lieut. Mills came up with 


those we left in Camp Kalarama (except 
the sick,) and he is nearly well of his lame: 
ness, so nearly so that he is on duty to-day, 
helping the boys carry timbers. 


We are now in the merits of camp life, 


living in bush teuts with fires in front for 
cooking or lights in the night time. 
We 


eat without the trouble of table or chairs, 
and enjoy ourselves well. I write now with 
an account book on my knees for a table, 
and hfive my gun ready at a moment's no- 
tice to seize it and start. The enemy are 
steadily retiring from the approach of our 
pickets, and ure said to be leaving Fairfax 
Court Hous3. They doubtless hope to draw 
us into another Bull's Run, but I think they 
will hardly succeed, as General McClellan 
means to move sure. 


I must close us it is nearly dinner time.

From the Second Regiment. 


MERIDIAN HILL, Sept. 9, 1861. 


DEAR GAZETTE :—I received a number of 


your paper some time since, and as it had 
not been unfolded, I concluded it was sent 
me from your office. 
In return, I thought 


I would write a short letter for your paper; 
you will recollect, however, that I am no 
letter writer, and would 'not write this only 
in return for the favor. 
It is a small mat- 


ter, I know, but it reminds us that we are 
not forgotten by our friends at tho north. 
I have been sick almost ever since I came 
to Washington. My last sickness, from 
which I have but just recovered, was the 
typhoid fever, a prevalent disease, and quite 
fatal among the soldiers here. I was in the 
hospital at Georgetown for three weeks, and 
when they talked of sending a lot of us up 
to Annapolis, Md., I thought it time to 
leave, and so .ran away from the hospital, 
went to the camp, and am now with the 
company again; 


The 2d, o.th and 6th Wisconsin and 79th 


New York went from here up the Potomac 
to the Chain Bridge, for the purpose of 
building forts and throwing up breastworks 
on the other side of the river. They took 
nothing with them but their blankets, can- 
kens and havelocks. They started about 
II P. M. 
They are close to the rebels, so 


near that when a man getS'strayed outside 
our pickets, he is pretty sure to be taken 
prisoner by the enemy. 


Perhaps you have heard of the capture 


and escape of Capt. Strong of the Belle 
City Rifles. 
Well, I have the details from 


the captain himself, and will-give them as 
near as I can recollect, lie was out sur- 
veying the country on the Virginia side for 
the purpose of extending the picket guard. 
While performing this duty, all at once he 
was surrounded by six rebels and taken 
prisoner. He did not see-them ,until it was 
too late to retreat. They ordered him to 
go with them, although some were for kill- 
ing him ; but they finally concluded to take 
him to their camp. 
They rode-.along, one 


on each side, two in front and two in the 
rear of him, and had not prpceeded far 
when those in the rear discovered that he 
had two revolvers. They halted and de- 
manded that he should give them up.— 
The captain replied, "certainly,." and 
then taking out the revolvers, ho cocked 
them quick as thought, and as they got 
round nearly in front of him, he fired ar;d 
killed two of his captors ; filing a fuw more 
more shots, he sprang for the woods, a dis- 
tance of about .forty rods ; but before he 
reached it he was overtaken by one of the 
cavalry, who riding by his side, puthiscar- 
bine to the captain's breast, and jnst as he 
fired the captain turned ptirlly round, a»d 
by that means saved his life. 
The ball 


passed through his coat and shirt, burning 
his coat with the powder. The captain then 
shot the man in the shoulder and he fell 
(swearing as ho came down,) from his 
horse; his foot caught in the stirrup, and 
the last that was seen of him, his head was 
playing the tune of the "rip raps," and his 
horse under full speed. The captain came 
over here yesterday and told his storv. 
He 


has three ball holes to show for it. 
Ore 


ball passed through his canteen, one through 
his coat, and one entered his cheek and 
came out of his mouth ; this last is sup- 
posed to be a buck shot only. He is doing 
well and will be able to join his company 
in a few days. 


I am captain of this invalid company, at 


least I occupy the captain's tent,'but Sergt. 
A. F. Lee is commander, and bays that all 
goes well. 
There are over one hundred 


men left in this camp, but most of them 
are sick or lame.. Mnjor Allen came over 
here yester-ay and took all the boys that 
were able to go on the other side of the 
river. We have now only sixteen of our 
company on this side ol the river. 


There is a grist mill near here that to me 


is quite a curiosity. 
It was built in 1812. 


The gearing is all wood, is in running or- 
der, and makes good flour. 


About one hundred thousand soldiers 


have crossed the river within a few days, 
but no one except the officer in command 
knows to what place they are destined. 
You may expect to Lear of some great bat- 
tle before many days. 


Tho 'rebels are daring, anil come very 


near, but a:s the federals advance, they re- 
treat. We hear daily reports of the sick- 
ness in the southern army, and there is lit- 
tle doubt, but they are 'lying off very fast. 
Well, all those who.die will not have to be 
killed, so let the work go on. 


I must now close, for it i.s most time for 


the mail, so no more at present.

REGIMENT OF LAKCEHS.—An officer di- 


rectfrom Washington'hiformsusthat it was 
reported when he left, that some prominent 
gentlemen had procured authority from the 
President to raise and equuip a complete 
regiment of Lancers, 1,600 strong. 


We heard of this last week, but were not 


permitted then to speak of it in our col- 
umns. 
We are now authorised to say the 


report is correct, and that the same will 
soon be officially announced. 


In the meantime we may say that this 


regiment will be organized, armed and 
equipped after the model of the Sixteenth 
Lancers iu the British service; tffat very 
full powers have been conferred upon par- 
ties to make this a model regiment, and 
that no pains or expense will be spared in 
raising this corps and meeting the expecta- 
tions of the department. 
; 


It is intended and expected to officer the 


Lancers rnainl_y with competent and expe- 
rienced cavalry officers from abroad—and 
that as many of the privates as can he rais- 
ed will be those who have seen foreign ser- 
vice. Although not permitted to open re- 
cruiting offices abroad, it is certain that, 
when the enterprise is understood by our 
Canadian friends, many a volunteer will 
join from the opposite side. 
This very 


thing will -do much, very much, to bring 
about a stronger bond of Union between us 
and our neighbors across the Detroit river. 


A new feature, as far as practicable, will 


be introduced into this corps. To indncu 
young men of character and means to join 
and furnish first-class horses, forty cents par 
day for their use will be paid, besides the 
allowance of i?8 per -month for keeping— 
being about §150 per aunum./br the hiifse 
alone. Owning the horses, the men will 
take a greater interest in getting good hor- 
ses and taking better care of them. 


To all who require it horses will be furn- 


ished.

which will open to dealers in the states ami 
adjoining provinces an opportunity of soll-

Tlie Proclamation of Freedom Mod- 
IJled. 


The people were alarmed and e::cited all 


day yesterday in consequence of rumors that 
the enemy had taken Arlington Heights, 
bat to-day they hear reliable news which, in 
its effect upon many minds, is quite as di5- 
hearteniug. 
The President has so modi- 


fied Gen. Fremont's proclamation, in inak 
ing the slaves of rebels in arms free, that it 
now amounts to little or nothing. 
The 


proclamation of Gen. Fremont itself did not 
go far enough, inasmuch as it did not pro" 
claim the freedom of the slaves of every rebel 
—it was confined to rebels in arms, orthose 
who had taken up arms against the coun- 
try. The president's modification still furth- 
er restricts it to those slaves who have 
borne arms against the government, or 
worked upon the fortifications of the ene- 
my, as defined in the confiscation law of 
the last congress. Thus the great and vital 
principle of that proclamation is dwarfed 
to a pigmy without life. The law of con- 
gress ought to have nothing to do wilh it. 
Gen. Fremont had proclaimed martial law 
in Missouri which abrogates all civil laws, 
whether enacted by congress, a state legis- 
lature, or a municipal corporation. He 
had a right to do this, as much right as the 
president has to order the members of a 
state legislature into Fort Lafayelte. or to 
suppress the circulation cf newspapers in 
the mails. It is nonsense lo suppose that 
martial law must conform to acts of con- 
gress, because if that were so, martial law 
could never be proclaimed at all — there 
would be no necessity for it—the laws of 
congress being the only guide of action for 
our generals iu the field. We regard the 
reference of the president to this congres- 
sional law as an indication of a fatal weak- 
ness which dares not take a proper respon- 
sibility, or as an excuse to cover his hos- 
tility to the measure of freedom proclaimed 
bs Gen. Fremont. 


Looking at it in this light, it is with grief 


and indignation that we announce the de- 
termination of the president. We will not 
to-day speak further of it—would to God 
that we were not compelled to apeak of it 
at all.

There have been times in the the history 


of our country when military titles and mil- 
itary organizations were realities, but lat- 
terly we have been accustomed to look upon 
those as empty honors and these as useless 
preparations, burdening the people with du- 
ties not a little grievous to be borne, and of 
no practical utility. It is plain now that ia 
this matter our fathers were wise and we 
have been foolish. Had an efficient milita- 


L been in existence in all the 


free states at the time this rebellion broke 
out, who does not see how easily it micfnt 
have been suppressed 1 All the people of 
the proper age to perform military duty 
woald have been enrolled, armed, equipped, 
drilled and ready to be called iuto imme- 
diate service. Before the rebels could have 
had time to fortify and entrench themselves, 
to build forts and plant masked batteries, 
onr horns would have been upon them : all 
the government forts, fortresses, arsenals 
and navy yards should have been occupied 
and held in spite of the treason of officers 
from the southern states, and at this day the 
rebellion, failing in the accomplishment of 
its object, would have been a matter of past 
history, aud its leaders would have enjoyed 
i, most ungrateful eminence. 


These reflections maybe looked upon by 


ihe reader as vain and useless, but they are 
not • sofarfrom that,they are what we ought 
tu indulge in every day aud every moment, 


till we are driven to set about amending, so 
fir as the future is concerned, this great and 
grievous error. Weshould at once return 
to that good and safe old system when every

You will have received the proceedings 


of the two state conventions before this 
reaches you. The " union " upon one tick- 
et was not accomplished without some dif- 
ficulties, and the concurrence of the repub- 
lican convention was not as unanimous as 
it might have been.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8, 1861. 


The rebels have been very quiet for the 


last two or three days, and it is now com- 
monly reported that they have relinquished 
their purpose (if they ever had one,) of at- 
tacking Washington immediately. 
How- 


ever this may be—and the thousand reports 
which daily fly over the town are not wor- 
thy of much attention—oue thing is certain, 
the rebel troops are wonderfully quiet. 


MUNSOS'S HILL. 


Munson's Hill is naturally a strong posi- 


ition, aud is especially so for the 
rebels, 


who are at that point only four miles dis- 
tant from the railway leading straight to 
Mauassas Junction and Richmond. 
Mun- 


sou?s Hill is about three and a half miles, 
as the crow flies, from Fort Corcoran and 
Arlington House. 
It is four and a half 


miles from the Long Bridge—due west— 
and not more than three from Fort Albany. 
So far as an attack upon our fortifications 
are concerned, the occupation of Muyson s 
Hill is of 110 importance. It is utterly im- 
possible for them to bombard Forts Corco- 
ran or Albany from Munsou's Hill with any 
effect. 
So far but two guns are mounted 


on thd hill, and the fortifications are simple 
breastworks throw n up ou the top ofthe 
hill. The guns are not heavy, and the 
works upon the hill do not yet indicate any- 
thing more serious than the entrenchments 
which were dug at Fairfax Court House 
and Ceutreville previous to tlie advance ol 
the federal army at Stone Bridge. 
Future 


movements may quickly change the aspect 
of affairs, but at present there is certainly 
no good evidence that Beauregard intends 
to attack our line of fortifications. 
Two 


rub'jl regiments occupied Hunter's Chapel 
night before last, and are still along the 
creek of that name, but this of itself is not 
a threatening movement. 
T1IK CHAIN UHinUE ASBTUEUPPEB POTOMAC. 


The country along the Potomac from Al- 


exandria to the Chain Bridge is not so^ fa- 
vorable for the rebels as that around Gen 
truville, Bull Run and Mauassas. 
The 


Chain Bridge is about five miles northwest 
of Washington, aud the Virginia shore of 
the river there is hilly, forming a kind of a 
rocky bluff all the way down to Washing- 
ton and for a distance above the bridge.— 
The hills can easily be held by good troops 
against au approaching enemy. The same 
i °true all the way to and below Arlington. 
The ground is high, and forms a natural 
liue of defence. As the forests have been 
cut down, our artillury can have a full 
sweep at any attacking columns. • The 
country is full of ravines just back of the 
river ; but there are no places of the kind 
not commanded by our guns. Ou the oth- 
er hand, there is a deep ravine back of 
Munson's Hill by which our troops, if they 
ever see fit, might attack iu the rear. 


THE COUNTRY BEYOND ARLINGTON. 


Such is the topography of the country 


back of Arlington, that if the entire rebel 
army should entrench itself in frout of our 
lines it would be much easier to take thorn 
by storm—to conquer them—than at Bull 
Run or Mauassas. 
We have nothing to 


fear, then, at this moment, from 
the 


rebels, if it be true, which is very doubtlul 
that they are entrenching themselves per- 
manently and with their whole force within 
a few miles from Wasniugtou. 
They are 


by no means in so strong a position as 
they would be further away, and if they can 
capture the capital by taking our entrench- 
ments, it will end the war by proving that 
the northern troops are good for nothing 
either in the field of battle or behind en- 
trenchments. In other words, the rebels 
cannot force our lines if the troops behave 
at all w.:ll, and it is as easy to attack the 
enemy «t Muuson's Hill as at Stona Bridge, 
and in fact a great deal easier. 


TUB POSITION OF ALEXANDRIA 


The position of Alexandria is such that 


the rebels can have little hope of taking it. 
Hunting Creek protects the lower part ol 
the town, so that no flank movement can 
be made upon it. The hills back of Alex- 
andria are high, aud can bo easily held iu 
protection of the town, and evea if they 
are not held, our vessels of war ou the riv- 
er could at once make Alexandria untena- 
ble.

all the roads leading into Washington. 
These hills are distant (our or five miles, 
aud make it compartively easy to surround 
the capital wilh a net work of fortifica- 
tions.

We learn ty telegraph from Dr. Palmer 


at Madison, dated to-day, that the Seventh 
Regiment will pass through Janesville on 
Wednesday. 


Rock and Green County Regiment. 


The question is daily asked, '• When will 


this regiment go into camp ?" We are au- 
thorized to say there are three companies 
now quartered in this city, and that these 
and other companies will go into camp just 
as soon as the tents and blankets can be 
got. 
The seventh regiment, which is now 


ready for Washington, did not get all their 
tents until Saturday last. The eighth regi- 
ment, which is in Camp Randall, has not 
got all its tenta yet, and they have no blan- 
kets at all. 
The Governor purchased four 


thousand blankets in New York, which 
were to have been delivered last week, in- 
stead of which, only two hundred were de- 
livered. The Bock and Green county regi- 
ment will receive attention just as soon as 
the two regiments in Camp Randall leave 
for the seat of war. 


The central military committee have six 


companies forced, numbering about four 
hundred and thirty men; they have squads 
of men numbering together seventy to 
or eighty more in the county not yet formed 
into companies, BO that the committee have 
in all 500 to 510 men enrolled and sworn 
in for the war. Great activity prevails 
through the c6nnty, and enlistments are go- 
ing on at the rate of thirty to forty per day. 
The regiment for Rock and Green counties 
is a certainty now, and it will go into camp 
at the earliest possible moment. Mean- 
while let the enlistments go on. Let every 
man enlist or obtain some one to enlist, 
and if he can't do either,let him pay money 
to the committee to help them enlist men. 
Let every man do something.

From tlie Fifth Regiment. 


CAMP ADVANCE, Va., Sept. 10th, 18C1. 
DEAR GAZETTE:—We become accus- 


tomed to sudden changes in our location 
after a short time spent in moving at a mo- 
ment's notice. 
In your own quiet little town 


one never thinks of moving in less than a 
a week's time after many a long day spent 
in getting ready, and to fit up a home is a 
task requiring more tban Hurculeau efforts 
and more than a year's time. Here we fit 
up onr home in an hour after stopping; 
then in a few moments we are jogging on 
as though we had not changed places for a 
life time, and after getting well at work, 
well acquainted with our new home, the or- 
der comes " pack up—fall-in—march," we 
are off, just as quick as we had located.— 
We left Camp Randall at a day's notice, 
Harrisbunr at the notice of a single night, 
Baltimore at an hour's notice, Washington 
on a inorne.it's knowledge; so you see that 
places which have been thickly populated 
one hour have been deserted the next, and 
places where not a soldier was to be seen at 
night there were thousands at day-break. 
Here where we are, a thick grove stood one 
day and not a soldier was to be seen, the 
next day the strove laid fiat, and the whole 
country was alive with armed men. I do 
not know how many soldiers there are here, 
but there are a fine lot of them, and more 
coming every day. Well, I must eat break- 
fast now as Mr. Read is calling out " come 
this way for coffee." 


Breakfast is now over and the Zouaves, 


who went out last night on a scout, have 
just returned, and bring two horses and one 
prisoner; they saw seven of the enemie's 
cavalry and shot two, the rest got away.— 
But for a man who was feeding some horses 
in a ba.ru they would have taken the whota 
squad. 


A small party of our cavalry which went 


out last evening returned before bedtime 
with a rebel Colonel. The pickets brought 
in an old "secesh " last Sunday, who was 
very aujrry at them, and refused to come in 
until they put a rope around his neck and 
led him into camp. 


The " contrabands " are coming in every 


day, and the rebels, to keep them from us, 
are moving them farther from us. I must 
close for a while, as now we are going out 
to work on the Fort. 


Well, I hnve been out to work, and was 


detailed by Capt. Wheeler to help him do 
some extra work, and while I wait I will 
write. Our scouts have justbronght in four 
more prifoner.i, aud some cattle for beef.— 
One of the pickets was shot last night by 
another, who mistook him for a rebel. We 
received an alarm of an attack night before 
last, about two o'clock in the morning, and 
in less than five minutes we were in line oi 
battle, and thus slept on our arms till day- 
light. The alarm proved to be false ; but 
still the quickness of the boys to get into 
line showed their readiness to fight the en- 
emy when thay have a chance. 


I was down to see the Second Regiment 


last night and found them enjoying them- 
selves well. Sauuders was writing with a 
board on his knee for a table and apiece of 
caudle stuck on oue end fora light. Lieut. 
McLean wag happy as a clam, as they ex- 
pect to be puid oti' to-day or to morrow. 


We are gutting the fort nearly completed, 


and wLen done it will be a hard one to take. 
We are at work now hanging (he gates, 
trimming up the walls, clearing the brush 
and leaves away from it, to be ready to burn 
off the brush, and putting pointed brush 
around on the outside of the trench to keep 
the enemy from runuiiig up to them. 


One of the Vermont volunteers was seu- 


tenced to be shot yesterday for sleeping on 
his post while on guard, but just as the seiir 
tence was going to be executed a pardon 
from the President came. 
I think the poor 


fellow will never sleep on his post.again. 


Corporal McDaniel has just arrived from 


Phillips' Battery, where Lieut. Clum and 
his squad are, and reports them all well.— 
He says they have an easy time of it, live 
on fruit and the fat of the land, have a good 
barn to sleep in, and nothing to do but 
watch three guns. While we would be very 
glad to see them we are glad they are in so 
good a place, and hope they may never fare 
harder than now. 


Last night Lieut. Mills came up with 


those we left in Camp Kalarama (except 
the sick,) and he is nearly well of his lame- 
ness, so nearly so that he is on duty to-day, 
helping the boys carry timbers. 


We are now in the merits of camp life, 


living in bush tents with fires in front for 
cooking or lights in the night time. 
We 


eat without the trouble of table or chairs, 
and enjoy ourselves well. I write now with 
an account book on my knees for a table, 
and have my gun ready at a moment's no- 
tice to seize it and start. The enemy are 
steadily retiring from the approach of our 
pickets, and are said to be leaving Fairfax 
Court House. They doubtless hope to draw 
us into another Bull's Run, but I think they 
will hardly succeed, as General McClellan 
means to move sure. 


I must close as it is nearly dinner time.

From the Second Regiment. 


MERIDIAN HILL, Sept. 9, 1SG1. 


DEAB GAZETTE :—I received a number of 


your paper some time since, and as it had 
not been unfolded, I concluded it was sent 
me from your office. 
In return, I thought 


I would write a short letter for your paper; 
you will recollect, however, that I am no 
letter writer, and would 'not write this only 
in return for the favor. 
It is a small mat- 


ter, I know, but it reminds us that we are 
not forgotten by our friends at the north. 
I have been sick almost ever since I came 
to Washington. My last sickness, from 
which I have but just recovered, was the 
typhoid fever, a prevalent disease, and quite 
fatal among the soldiers here. I was in the 
hospital at Georgetown for three weeks, and 
when they talked of sending a lot of us up 
to Annapolis, Md., I thought it time to 
leave, and so ran away from the hospital, 
went to the camp, aud am now with the 
company again. 


The 2d, 5th aud 6th Wisconsin and 79th 


New York went from here up the Potomac 
to the Chain Bridge, for the purpose of 
building forts and throwing up breastworks 
on the other side of the river. They took 
nothing with them but their blankets, can- 
teens and havelocks. They started about 
II P. M. 
They are close to the rebels, so 


near that when a man gets strayed outside 
our pickets, he is pretty sure to be taken 
prisoner by the enemy. 


Perhaps you have heard of the capture 


and escape of Capt. Strong of the Belle 
City Rifles. 
Well, I have the details from 


the captaan himself, and will give them as 
near as I can recollect. He was out sur- 
veying the country oil the Virginia side for 
the purpose of extending the picket guard. 
While performing this duty, all at once he 
was surrounded by six rebels and taken 
prisoner. He did not see-them .until it was 
too late to retreat. They ordered him to 
go with them, although some were for kill- 
ing him ; but they finally coucluded to take 
him to their camp. They rode along, one 
on each side, two in front and two in the 
rear of him, and had not proceeded far 
when those in the rear discovered that he 
had two revolvers. They halted and de- 
manded that he should give them up.— 
The captain replied, '• certainly," and

fired the captain turned partly round, and | 
by that means saved hij life.

passed through his coat and shirt, burning i 
his coat with the powder. 
The captain then

shot the man in the shoulder and he fell j 
(swearing as he came down,) from his j 
horse: his foot caught in the stirrup, and j 
the last that was saen of him, bis head wcs j 
playing the tune of the "rip raps,'' and his 
horse under full speed. The captain came 
over here yesterday and told his story. 
He 


has three ball holes to show for it. One 
ball passed through his cauteen, one through 
his coat, and one entered his cheek and j 
came out of his mouth ; this last is sup- 
posed to be a buck shot only. He is doing 
well and will be able to join his company 
in a few days. 


I am captain of this invalid company, at j 


least I occupy the captain's tent, but Strgt. j 
A. F. Lee is commander, and bays that oil 
goes well. 
There are over one hundred 


men left in this camp, but most of tin-in 
are sick or larac.- Miijor Allen came over 
here yesterJay and took nil the boys that 
were able to go on the other side of llie 
river. We have now only sixteen of our 
company on this side of the river. 


There is a grist mill near here that to me 


is quite a curiosity. It was built in 1812. 
The gearing is all wood, is in running or- 


der, and makes good flour. 


About one hundred thousand soldiers 


have crossed the river within a few days, 
but no one except the officer in command 
knows to what place they are destined. 
You may expect to hear oi'some great bat- 
tle before many days. 


The rube-Li are daring, nn.i co;i:o very 


near, bat as the federals iidv.iiicc. they re- 
treat. 
Wo hear daily reports of tho sick- 


ness in the southern an:iy, and there is lit- 
tle doubt but they arc 'lying off very fast. 
Well, all those who.die will not have to be 
killed, so let the work go on. 


I must now close, for it is most time for 


the mail, so uo more at present.
